Emperor Haile Selassie, the gov­ 
ernment announced Sunday. 
An official 
spokesman described 
as propaganda Italian reports that 
the emperor is fleeing in disguise 
or considering abdicating. 
A direct message from the em­ 
peror showed he is safe, tile spokes­

asserted, 
adding 
that the 
morale of the nation still is high 
and that it continues to trust in 
Haile Selassie's leadership, 
Ethopian armies were forced to 
retreat in the north, he continued, 
because of a complete lack of de­ 
fense against aerial and “poison- 
gas attacks” and superior arms of 
the Fascists,.

handicapped 
themselves by a hasty extension of 
their lines with the rains dally be­

heavier. 
Difficulties 
in 
keeping open communications south 
of Makale and in the Lake Tuna 
region are expected here to supply 
the Ethiopians opportunities to ex­ 
haust the 
invaders by 
harassing 
their lines. 
The Emperor’s action In calling 
out reserve man power indicated a 
change in fighting tactics. 
Thus 
far he has not permitted large con­ 
centrations, especially in the ex­ 
treme north, where tile country is 
poorest. 
The government said it was in­ 
formed that Sasa Baneh, which is 
the expected objective of a new 
Fascist drive from the south, was 
bombed from the air with mus­ 
tard and other gases on Good Fri­ 
day. There were no details. 
The situation on the Ogaden 
front has not changed since No­ 
vember and the Italians are still 
south of Sasa Baneh and far from 
Jijiga and Harar, the government 
claimed. In the southwest the Ital­ 
ians 
have not 
advanced beyond 
Negheli, where they halted in Jan­ 
uary, it was added. 
The government asserted the in­ 
ternal situation of the country is 
excellent, with the food supply 
abundant 
and living costs even 
cheaper than they were before the 
war.

Establishment of a socialist repub­ 
lic in India was demanded Sunday

Pandwit 
Jaw aharlal 
Nehru, 
president-elect, in a speech open­ 
ing the plenary session of the In­ 
dian national congress. 
Hitting at British control, Nehru 
urged members of the congress to 
('lock a successful working of the 
new constitution which gives In­ 
dians modified home rule. 
The congress is a political body 
and has no legislative power. 
He described the constitution as 
a "new* charter of slavery, designed 
to strengthen th e bonds of imper­ 
ialist domination.”
